Tucker has been director of Admis- 
sions at Gallaudet since 1989. He was 
an instructor in the English Depart- 
ment at Gallaudet from 1985 to 1989 
and taught at the California School 
for the Deaf-Fremont from 1983 to 
1985. From 1981 to 1982 he worked 
as an American Sign Language 
researcher in the Laboratory of Lan- 
guage and Cognitive Studies at the 
Salk Institute for Biological Studies in 
La Jolla, Calif. 

Tucker graduated from Gallaudet in 
1981. He holds a master’s in deaf 
education from New York University 
and is a doctoral candidate at the 
University of Maryland.

Loans available 
to Management 
faculty members 


The General Electric Foundation 
recently announced the award of a 
three-year, $100,000 grant to Gal- 
laudet to establish a loan program to 
help deaf and hard of hearing School 
of Management faculty members earn 
graduate degrees. 

The goal of the General Electric 
Forgivable Loan program is to in- 
crease the number of qualified deaf 
and hard of hearing business profes- 
sors, particularly women and minori- 
ties, by encouraging current 
tenure-track and adjunct faculty to 
complete advanced degrees. 

The General Electric Foundation 
made the grants under its ‘Faculty 
for the Future’ program, which since 
1990 has made three-year grants total- 
ing $3 million to graduate and under-

Andersson named 
Distinguished 
Faculty Member 


Dr. Yerker Andersson, ’60, presi- 
dent of the World Federation of the 
Deaf for the past nine years and a so- 
ciology professor at Gallaudet for 25 
years, has been named as the Univer- 
sity’s 1992 President’s Distinguished 
Faculty Member. 

The title has been bestowed on 
outstanding faculty members for the 
past five years by the president of 
Gallaudet. Selections for the one-year 
honorary post are made based on 
nominations by the University faculty, 
who submit names of colleagues 
whom they believe exemplify quality 
in teaching and commitment to the 
campus community. 

As the Distinguished Faculty Mem- 
ber, Andersson will present lectures 
during the academic year at campus- 
wide events. 

Andersson is widely recognized for 
his expertise in the international deaf 
community through his writings, 
such as the publication The Deaf 
World as a Linguistic Minority, and 
as a lecturer. His fascination with 
world cultures and his perspective on 
the global deaf community have 
made him a popular professor with 
Gallaudet students. 

“The award confirms my belief that 
I should continue my teaching efforts 
and my contributions to students and 
Gallaudet University,’’ said Anders- 
son. “‘However, it does not necessari- 
ly imply that I’m satisfied with my 
work. I will still try to improve my 
teaching skills and share my ex- 
periences with other colleagues.”’

graduate schools around the country 
to encourage engineering, chemistry, 
physics, and business students to earn 
doctorates and become faculty mem- 
bers. The program emphasizes recruit- 
ing women and underrepresented 
minorities into the fields and has the 
goal of reducing the number of scho- 
lars leaving academia for high salaries 
at corporations. 

Up to three deaf or hard of hearing 
tenure-track School of Management 
faculty can each be awarded a loan of 
$7,000-$10,000 a year for each of three 
years. The loans can be accepted in 
addition to ongoing compensation for 
teaching responsibilities to pay tuition 
and fees, or they can be used to pro- 
vide partial release from teaching 
duties to allow sufficient time for addi- 
tional training, research, or writing. 

In addition, up to three adjunct 
faculty members who demonstrate out- 
standing ability and interest in prepar- 
ing for academic careers in business 
can receive loans. Gallaudet can pro- 
vide part-time, adjunct teaching assign- 
ments while they are earning their 
degrees. 

Loan recipients agree to complete all 
requirements for a master’s degree 
within four years, or for a doctoral 
degree within six years. Recipients 
could pay back the loans or agree to 
perform full-time service as members 
of a college or university faculty, either 
at Gallaudet or another institution of 
higher learning. Twenty-five percent of 
the loan is forgiven for each year of 
full-time faculty service. 

The Gallaudet proposal to the 
General Electric Foundation was coor- 
dinated by Catherine Dehoney of the 
Development Office and Dr. James 
Speegle, dean of Gallaudet’s School of 
Management. 

Other universities that have received 
funding from the General Electric 
Foundation for the forgivable loan 
grants include Northwestern, Purdue, 
Cornell, Michigan State, and Johns 
Hopkins universities, and the Mas- 
sachusetts Institute of Technology.

assured me that they want to do this 
every year.” 

MSSD has a tradition of putting on 
farcical shows of this nature, said Tim 
McCarty, director of MSSD’s Perform- 
ing Arts Program, who organized this 
year’s skits with help from Bonheyo 
and others. ‘““What this show and earli- 
er ones do is allow us to make fun of 
really heavy issues—to alleviate stress, 
to clear the air. They enable us to 
laugh at ourselves,’’ he said. 

The program included a farewell to 
Dr. Michael Deninger, dean of Pre- 
College Programs, who will resign as
